The UnitiW States has not cancelled out 
any of its old er way s of moving its stocks 
over-seas, but it is receiving substantial 
response from new method s.

The und erstand ing is th at 
th e pay m ents will rem ain in the country 
of purchase subject to d raft for foreign aid 
program s. The felicitous part of the a r­ 
rangem ent is th at it saves the U.S. from 


The Wrong Turn 


Recent actions by the House and Senate 
m ight m ake one wond er if our senators 
and representatives have not taken the 
wrong fork in the road . Definitely , th ere 
seems to be no recognition in Washington 
of the urgent need for a greater und er­ 
stand ing of this nation’s responsibilities in 
world affairs.

The w h eat 
is bought in th e m arket and the price d if­ 
ferential is restored to th e d ealer by Com­ 
mod ity Cred it Corporation certificates per­ 
m itting pay m ent in government-held w'heat. 
This arrangem ent 
extracts

purch asing countries, which is a d isad van­ 
tage. But it puts pressure on the d omes­ 
tic m arket and tend s to bolster U.S. grain 
prices. The program has lately been ex­ 
tend ed to cover feed grains, cotton and rice. 


th at the money would be a trem end ous 
incentive for ed ucation but it would sim ­ 
ply compound the ineq uities th at exist al­ 
read y as between rural and city schools 
and between various cities and states. 
And while provid ing this huge sum for a 
national program , the Senate and House 
both passed a bill containing only $15 0,- 
000,000 for loans to und erd eveloped nations. 
This is $7 5 ,000,000 less than Presid ent E i­ 
senhower req uested . Com pared to th e fan­ 
tastic billions for aid to ed ucation, it is a 
d rop in the bucket. 
It d oes not show’ any recognition of the 
need for this country to look realistically 
at its international position. It shows to 
the contrary , the sam e selfish concern for 
local affairs without regard to changing 
world cond itions and our own place of world 
lead ership. If the United States is going 
to persist in such things as billions on 
the d omestic scene and millions interna­ 
tionally , we m ay well see the d ay when 
we have no chance to use the billions.

It is no accid ent th at the attention and 
policies of our country tow ard Latin A m er­ 
ica are being intensified and d eveloped to­ 
d ay . Such policy m ovem ents are necessi­ 
ties. Any nation h as to be concerned pri­ 
m arily with its own interests. A country 
like ours, with global responsibilities of a 
political nature and vast trad e and invest­ 
m ent d ealings, naturally find s th at its well­ 
being and security d epend on the well-be­ 
ing and the good will of m any oth er nations. 
In our case this is especially true of the 
W estern H em isphere, whose peace and pros­ 
perity are of vital im portance to us. 
The extent to which our policies and our
